Today, Heritage is honored to present another world-class offering of world banknotes from 
Ibrahim Salem. Mr. Salem’s holdings are so extensive, that each offering is presented by 
country, region, or theme. The present offering is peninsulas and islands from around the 
globe. 


The pages here are replete with trophy notes and historic offerings. Among the rarities are 
Serial Number 1 examples of the rarest types and issues, including the 1941 Bermuda 5 
Pounds; turn of the century 5 Shillings and 1 Pound from the Falklands, Bermuda’s most 
coveted SN 1 notes from Dr. Saul’s collection, and nearly three dozen number 1 notes 

of Cyprus. Beyond the Serial number 1s are a WWI Emergency Issue 50 Pounds from 
Gibraltar, extremely rare Specimens of Grenada, and the extremely rare “unissued” 1918 
5 Shillings of Malta. You can see for yourself in the coming pages the rarities that are too 
numerous to list in this introduction. 


Ibrahim’s professional and collecting passions are intertwined. He is one of the most 
accomplished architects in Dubai, with his projects spanning the skyline. No picture of the 
Emirates’ crown jewel does not feature some of his work. The same passions that drive his 
creativity in design attract him to the beauty, geometry, and history represented on bank 
notes.

PERSONAL MESSAGE 


Dear fellow banknote collectors: 


It is my pleasure to introduce here a great, rich and elegant banknote collection which 
cover the Iberian Peninsula and World Islands from the east to the west of the World. 
This is my first parcel of Queen Elizabeth II’s banknotes to be auction after she 
deceased in September 2022. 


Each of these islands reminds me of a kind of adventure, some were easy missions, 
some were tough and some were tricky. By the end, I managed to compile an elite col- 
lection from around the globe. 


Bermuda collection remind me when ten years ago, I was bidding on the most distin- 
guished collection of the Hon. Dr. David J. Saul, the former Premier and Minister of 
Finance of Bermuda. This collection has several banknotes with serial number 1. 


Cyprus collection, remind me of several visits to Larnaca and Limassol and my titan 
Cyprus banknote collector Mr. Alex Galatariotis. After sessions of give and take, we 
agreed to split the collection on a fair deal. My previous Cyprus collection catalogue 
in 8th September 2017 is considered a reference book rather than an auction catalogue 
held by Heritage Auctions. 


My Gibraltar uniface rare banknotes were acquired during an auction in London 
when I was just watching, and my friend Mr. Bruce Smart was bidding on my behalf. 
Auctioneer, Mr. Barnaby Faull, of Spink and bidders were suspicious why Mr. Smart 
was bidding while he was auctioning his own collection in the same week. 


Falkland rarest banknotes with the serial number 1, were a tough task to win due to 
serious collectors bidding against me. Same were not easy for several collections such as 
Fiji, Saint Lucia, Jamaica and Granada. 


The Ceylon collection of unadopted specimens and the artistic essays are unique and 
never been seen before. 


I wish the best of luck for the bidders, and hope that fellow collectors will find this cata- 
logue well presented and will be one to add to their book collection.

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Bermuda 


The name Bermuda has a charm combined with mystery, primarily because of the well-known 
Bermuda Triangle, also known as the Devil’s Triangle, and all the legends surrounding it. 


That charm did not escape Bermuda’s notes and its beautifully engraved series of banknotes over 
the decades. Since the 1970's and the adoption of the dollar replacing the pound, the notes perfectly 
captured the exotic charm of this Atlantic island paradise. 


Most of the Bermuda collection presented here was acquired in 2013 as part of Spink’s auction of 
Banknotes Of Bermuda; Dr. The Hon. David J. Saul Collection. Most of the best notes from that 
collection are offered here, including the unissued WWII emergency notes, low serial numbers, 
many serial number 1s, and the crown jewel, the WWII emergency 5 pound note, the “brown five,” 
Serial Number 1. 


Dr. David Saul, former Premier and Minister of Finance of Bermuda, who sadly passed away in May 
2017, formed one of the most significant collections in the field. The work was continued by Mr. 
Ibrahim Salem, and is included in today’s incredible offering. 
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28029 Bermuda Bermuda Government 2 Shillings 6 Pence 1.8.1920 Pick 2s Specimen PMG About Uncirculated 50 Net. 

The 2 Shillings 6 Pence note for the Government of Bermuda is extremely rare in any format. Thomas de la Rue correspondence with the Government of 
Bermuda indicates that 40,000 notes were printed and shipped to Bermuda. However, it is unknown if any were issued as the paper was thin and not suit- 
able for a tropical climate. At the time of cataloging, this Specimen may be the only relic extant of this long lost type note. It is a fully printed Specimen, 
which was then perforated cancelled and mounted for rigidity. It has since been removed from the matting and shows evidence of mounting and edge 
damage. Nonetheless the key note for Bermuda and nearly impossible to obtain. Currently the only example graded by PMG.

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WWII EMERGENCY FRACTIONAL ISSUE 


In the early months of 1939, the Bermuda Government authorized the printing of fractional 


currency notes as economic defense measures for emergency use only. The Government's concern 
was that if war broke out, it could lead to crisis and hoarding of metal by the public. 


This was an increasingly necessary practice; several countries had done it as an emergency act 
(refer to Cyprus for a similar example). 


One Shilling and 2 Shillings 6 Pence were printed, uniface with no signature, dated March 1, 1939, 
the date they were approved. The notes were redeemable in amounts up to 40 Shillings (2 Pounds). 


On August 24, 1939, a Currency Act approved the issue of these notes. 
According to shipment data, 200,000 1 Shilling notes totaling 15,000 Pounds and 240,000 2 Shillings 
6 Pence notes in a total value of 30,000 Pounds were printed. Altogether, 440,000 fractional notes 


with a total value of 45,000 pounds were printed. 


The coin shortage never materialized, and the notes were destroyed. It is believed very few sets 
survived, with just eleven specimen sets known to date. 


Nelson Page Aspen; A History of Bermuda and its Paper Money (2nd Edition). 
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28031 Bermuda Bermuda Government 1 Shilling 1.3.1939 Pick 6s Specimen PMG Gem Uncirculated 66 EPQ. 

The Bermuda Legislature authorized the printing of 1 Shilling and 2/6 Pence notes to be issued during World War II, as coinage was typically hoarded. 
However, that was not the case in Bermuda, and since these notes were not necessary, they were not issued. Impressive originality is seen on this 
Cancelled Specimen.

Bermuda's brown Five Pound note is the undisputed rarity in the King George VI portrait series. Only 45,000 notes were 
issued before the color theme was changed to orange. Apparently, the brown tones of this denomination were too similar to 
that of the 5 Shillings note. Bermuda paper money enthusiastic and expert Nelson Page Aspen wrote in 1980 that the color of 
this note “caused much confusion in business at night, as many Bermudians tell a story that some shoppers would proudly display 
the brown five pound note while making purchases; however, at the end of the purchase, they would present the 5 shillings note 
to the unsuspecting clerk, who would in turn give them change for the higher denomination.” The public complained, and a new 
shipment of notes featuring orange designs were delivered in 1943. At the time of cataloging, this scarce note is the second fin- 
est of the three notes currently graded in the PMG Population Report.

Colonial Treasurer Robert Alsop Kelly and His Notes 


Specimen notes signed by the Colonial Treasurer Robert Alsop Kelly were never issued into general 
Circulation. They were discovered in 2000 by Mel Steinberg and acquired by the late Dr. David 
Saul. Nelson Aspen learned about these notes immediately after publishing his book A History of 
Bermuda and its Paper Money (2nd Edition) that same year. In 2013 the notes were auctioned for 
the first time by Spink as part of the Banknotes of Bermuda - Dr. the Hon. David J. Saul Collection, 
sale no. 13047, October 2013. 


The 10 Shilling and 1 Pound notes are dated April 1, 1943, an unfamiliar date in the Bermudan 
series with the never issued signature of Colonial Treasurer R.A. Kelly. 


The three gentlemen mentioned above started a query to learn more about the notes and the 
circumstances of printing, and later that year, an article by Nelson Page was published in the IBNS 
(Vol.39-2, pp.39-40). 


In 1943, upon the departure of the Colonial Treasurer John T. Trimingham due to his Alzheimer’s 
illness, the Assistant Colonial Treasurer Gerald Leroy Young expected his promotion to replace 
Trimingham. Unfortunately for Young, a more politically connected candidate was also under 
consideration. On January 1, 1943, the Bermuda Government appointed 55 years old retired 
Treasurer of The Gold Coast, R.A. Kelly, to the position of Bermuda Colonial Treasurer (‘The Royal 
Gazette, Bermuda, Volume 22, Issue No. 248, October 22, 1942). 


Nelson writes in his article in the IBNS that Kelly returned to London and gave his resume up to 
the year 1942 only. Saul’s information, as described in his auction catalog, was that Kelly died and 
the notes were scrapped. 


Research conducted by Raphael Dabbah Dvir revealed that on November 14, 1945, Kelly’s son, 
Eugene Kelly, a yachtsman, had passed away, and his funeral took place on December 5 (The Royal 
Gazette, Bermuda). It might be that due to this sad event, Kelly had retired and perhaps returned 
to England with his family. 


The fact remains that these notes were never issued into general circulation.

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THE 1914 EMERGENCY ISSUE 


Shortly after the outbreak of World War I in August 1914, hoarding of British gold sovereigns and 
Cypriot silver coins was widespread, seriously impeding daily small change payments. Moreover, 
the regular supply of currency from Great Britain was interrupted. With no fresh supply and to 
ensure a proper existence of cash means, the Cypriot government needed to introduce paper 
money instead. 


On September 7, 1914 the High Commissioner, Sir Hamilton John Goold-Adams, issued a 
proclamation in which he appointed two Currency Commissioners (the Treasurer of the Island 
and Chief Assistant Secretary for the Government), and authorized the issuance of 1 Pound and 5 
Pounds currency notes as legal tender in accordance with the Cyprus Coinage Order of 1900; the 
notes were printed locally. 


Due to the unsatisfactory quality of the local printing, the Cyprus Government commissioned 
Thomas De La Rue (TDLR) to print new currency notes of 5 shillings, 10 shillings, L1, and L5, 
all depicting the common profile effigy of KGV in an ornamental frame, all uniface. They were 
prepared in great haste, resulting in a very poor design. The notes were given legal status by a 
proclamation published on December 2, 1914, and locally-printed notes were demonetized on 
December 17, 1914. 


On June 25, 1915, the KGV emergency issue was proclaimed to cease to be legal tender as of June 
30; yet due to demands of the Treasury and the local Ottoman Bank, they regained their status on 
September 2, 1915 and remained such until 1922. 


All notes of the series were initially issued with the dates October 30, 1914 and November 6, 1914; 
the 5 Pounds note was issued with an additional date, September 1, 1916.

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The King's Postmortem 1952-54 Issues 


On December 13, 1951, the Commissioner of Currency (Account Manager), S. M. Rich, dispatched 
a request to the Crown Agent to prepare new specimens of 5 Shillings, 10 Shillings, 1 Pound, and 5 
pounds for the approval of the Secretary of State for the Colonies. The new specimens were to have 
for the first time Latin Turkish characters rather than Arabic Turkish characters, as approved by 
the Secretary of State on December 1, 1951. Shortly after that, an order of new type 1 million notes 
of 5 Shillings was placed; it was decided that the notes would carry the date of September 1, 1952. 


However, following the death of King George VI in February 1952, and after exchanging telegrams 
between the Account Manager and the Crown Agents, things took a different path. It was agreed 
that the printing company, ‘Bradbury Wilkinson & Co would print 500,000 notes depicting the 
portrait of King George VI as approved in late 1951/early 1952. Yet, the date was to be changed to 
one prior to the king’s passing away, hence Ist February 1952. The remaining 500,000 notes were 
to be printed with the portrait of Queen Elizabeth II, bearing the date 1st September 1952. 


By that time, a special Currency Committee appointed by the government concerning the 
change of the monetary system was ongoing. It concluded its discussions in August 1953 with 
recommendations to adopt a decimal monetary system, in which the pound is divided to 1,000 
mils. Yet, the need for a fresh currency supply was urgent, and the alteration of the existing plates 
by Thomas De La Rue to new ones depicting the portrait of QEII would be expensive. Because of 
that, it was decided in the meantime KGVI’s currency notes would be reprinted bearing current 
dates. 10 Shillings and 5 Pounds notes were approved in August - September 1953, with a second 
print of both approved in August 1954. The 10 Shillings dated 1953 was released into general 
circulation, while the 1954 type was released in small quantities; the 1953 5 Pounds notes were 
printed and delivered to the island, but were never actually released into general circulation and 
were to be destroyed. The 1954 type is known only in printer’s specimen type, and none were ever 
printed. The decimal currency was introduced on 1 August 1955.

Two denominations of the 1955 series were printed with the date March 1, 1960: the 250 mils 
note and the 5 pounds note. Their story reflects the historical events that occurred towards the 
establishment of the Republic of Cyprus. Unlike previous issues, these two notes carry for the 
first time ever, the signature of a Cypriot Commissioner of Currency (Account Manager), C.C. 
Stephanie, other than a British signature. 


On August 16, 1960, Cyprus proclaimed its independence following the Zurich and London 
Agreement of 11-19 February 1959 between the United Kingdom, Greece and Turkey. During 
these 18 months between 1959 and 1960, a transition process began, and among others, the subjects 
of currency and monetary administration were given thought. Hence, the Cypriot official C.C. 
Stephanie, who held the position of Deputy Account Manager, was appointed as Commissioner of 
Currency (Account Manager), replacing his British former. 


In the meantime, the demand for fresh currency arose, especially for the lowest denomination 
of 250 mils which was in intensive use. Realizing that preparing new currency for the post- 
independency era could take a while, an order for new 250 mils currency notes was placed. These 
considerations proved correct as the first issue of currency notes under the Republic of Cyprus, 
dated 1961, were released to general circulation only in August 1962. As it is known today, over 
50% of the 1960 250 mils notes were released into general circulation, and the rest were destroyed. 


In the case of the 5 pounds note the background is quite different. Even though there were 
still sufficient 1958 5 pounds notes in the Treasury reserves, Cypriot officials were concerned, 
speculating that this particular denomination could be in demand during the provisional period 
towards and immediately after the proclamation of independence due to possible economic 
uncertainty. Hence, an order for new dated 1960 notes was placed. Eventually, the 1960 5 pounds 
note was never placed into general circulation, and 10 to 12 weeks after the arrival of the notes 
in Cyprus, the Treasury ordered the entire supply of notes destroyed. As in the case of the of the 
1957 1 pound note, all known 1960 5 pounds notes today are the result of a few of them pulled 
out by members of the Board Committee that attended the burning of the notes. Altogether, it is 
estimated that no more 15 of them exist today; most are rarely found in uncirculated condition. 


The prefix of the 1960 5 pounds note was B/1, and it is unknown why that decision was made while 
in other denominations, the prefix A constantly remained in use and, as in case of the 1 pound 
note, up to A/26. Some conclusions suggest that it was sheer error due to the rush to print this 
issue. 


The most interesting fact about the 1960 notes 250 mils and £5 is that they are a historical hybrid 
issue. Their designs remain unchanged, reflecting the colonial era, while their actual issue order 
was made by Cypriot officials by the time that the Treasury affairs were transferred to the new 
future Republic officials.

Born, Michael Christodoulou Mouskos, Makarios III is affectionately regarded as the father of modern Cyprus. He was born in the Cypriot village of 
Panayia in 1913, and was called into the service of the Orthodox Church at a young age. By 1942, he had graduated from the University of Athens after 
studying theology and law. He was appointed a priest of the Cypriot Orthodox Church, but continued his education at Boston University. He was elected 
Bishop of Kition while a student in Boston, at which time he adopted the clerical name Makarios. In 1950, we was elected Archbishop of Cyprus, a role 
that also made him a de facto national leader of the Greek Cypriot community. The roles were very important in Cypriot political circles, launching 
Makarios into his next role as leader of this influential nation. 


In the 1950s, Cypriots wanted self-rule, free of the British empire. Makarios was behind the calls for self-determination of Cyprus, and by 1960, the 
cause had succeeded. In the 1959 Presidential elections, Makarios carried two thirds of the vote. In his first term, he quickly moved towards a moderate 
political stance, a move to maintain good relations with both Turkey and Greece. His role as leader of Cyprus was marred by British and United States 
assumptions that he would favor communism, partly because of his policy favoring the Non-Alignment Movement. Makarios’ role as a leader in Cyprus 
was cut short when he died in 1977 at the age of 63 from a heart attack. As was the case when he was in office, the island today is still working to settle 
differences between Greek and Turkish Cypriots. 


The Composite Essay offered here is a finely engraved proposal for a £20 note to be circulated in the 1990s. At right on the face is Makarios signing of the 
Treaty of Establishment, a scene repeated on stamps from the island nation. Both sides are mounted on card stock, though the paper is bright and whole- 
some, with no distractions. A strictly as-printed piece that would be regarded as Gem Uncirculated by collectors. Accompanying the essay are a group of 
first day covers, commemorative stamps, a signed photograph of Makarios with LOA, and a 1966 1 Sovereign Gold Medallic Issue, produced to benefit 
the Archbishop Makarios Fund, graded NGC Proof 66. A stunning opportunity for the most advanced of Cyprus collections.

The following incredible pair of Government of the Falkland Islands was discovered in late 2012 
or early 2013. These first series notes, including the 5 Shillings and 1 Pound, both carrying a 
serial number A/1 00001. They were auctioned by Spink in October 2013, and sold for £54,000 
(USD84500 at the time). 


The Falkland Island first series included the £1 issued in 1899, followed by 5 Shillings issued in 
1901. The notes were uniface. 


The pair on offer was given by J.J.Felton to Mansell Esq. Manager of National Bank of Argentina in 
Port Gallegos. Although the dedication has no date, the notes were probably gifted around 1901 as 
the 5 Shillings note carries the date “12 January 1901” 


“J.J.Felton, or JJ as he was commonly known, was a very successful and respected sheep farmer 
in the Falkland Islands. He had built up a small community of families on the farm by the time he 
retired to Stanley. He was appointed a Justice of the Peace in 1888 and in 1902, was also appointed 
a member of the Executive Council” (Refer to ‘Dictionary of Falklands Biography’ at https:// 
falklandsbiographies.org/home and https://falklandsbiographies.org/biographies/felton_john). 


More information about Mansell could not be located, but he was probably one of the British 
Settlers in the Far-South of Argentina. 


The National Bank of Argentina is most probably the Banco de la Nacién Argentina, literally 
means Bank of the Argentine Nation, founded on 18 October 1891 by Argentina President Carlos 
Pellegrini (there is no and never had been National Bank of Argentina). Mansell must have been 
the Manager of the local branch at Port Gallegos (Rio Gallegos is the capital of the National 
Territory of Santa Cruz and is the most Southern port in the Argentine Mainland).

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From Jebel Tarik to Gibraltar 


In 1995 the Gibraltar Government introduced a new series of banknotes dedicated to historical figures 
appearing on the reverse side of each note. The 5 pound note depicts Tarik Ibn Ziyad; his name was the 
source of the country’s name — Gibraltar. In the background is the Moorish Castle. 


Since the time of the Ancient Greeks and later on the Romans, Gibraltar Strait was referred to as the 
Pillars of Hercules, in Greek HpdxAetot ot Aout (Herakleiai stelai) and in Latin, Columnae Herculis, which 
translates as “Strait.” The inner part of the land was referred to by different names, mainly based on what 
is known today as the Rock of Gibraltar. During the Roman era, the place gained its Latin name Mons 
Calpe - Mount Calpe. 


Following a raid in 710, a predominantly Muslim Berber army under the command of Tarik Ibn Ziyad 
(generally and commonly known as Moors) crossed from North Africa in April 711 and landed somewhere 
near Gibraltar (though most likely not in the bay or at the Rock itself). Tarik’s expedition led to the Islamic 
conquest of Hispania (most of the Iberian Peninsula) which lasted for 800 years. (Hills, George (1974). 
Rock of Contention: A History of Gibraltar. London: Robert Hale & Company. p.13). 


The rock was given the Arabic name, Jabal Tarik, ( 4)lb Jo> ), meaning the Mountain of Tarik, replacing 
the Latin Mons Calpe. In 1462, after 150 years of wars with the Moors, the Crown of Castile seized power 
of the place, giving it the name Gibraltar, a derivation of the Arabic name Jabal Tarik. 


The British, who gained control following the Treaty of Utrecht of 1713, kept the Spanish name as it is 
known today. 


Interestingly, the British kept the Coat of Arms of Gibraltar unchanged, as it was first granted by a Royal 
Warrant passed in Toledo on July 10, 1502 by Isabella I of Castile. It is the oldest Coat of Arms in use in 
an overseas territory of the United Kingdom. It is unique in that it is the only armorial symbol that dates 
from before the period of British colonial administration. 


In 1836 the Latin name of Gibraltar was reused as the motto ‘Montis Insignia Calpe’ - Insignia of the 
Mountain of Calpe - and this was added to the COA in order to commemorate the British victory over 
Spain and France during their unsuccessful attempt to capture Gibraltar in what is known as the Great 
Siege of Gibraltar of 1779 - 1783. 


In 2011, a new series of banknotes was introduced. The depiction of Tarik Ibn Ziyad was placed with the 
Moorish Castle as the central motif. The oldest parts of the Moorish Castle date back to the 11th century. 
The castle consisted of three wards rising from the area of what is today Grand Casemates Square to the 
Tower of Homage, which was rebuilt in the 14th century. Even today it dominates the Old City. The Upper 
Ward of the Castle and the Tower of Homage are featured on the reverse of the new L5 banknote. 
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THE 1914 EMERGENCY ISSUE 


The 1914 emergency notes were in fact the first Gibraltar paper money to be issued. They were 
released into circulation on August 6, 1914. The notes are referred to as banknotes as they were 
officially declared legal tender in 1914. 


In the weeks leading up to the declaration of war, Gibraltar had a monetary crisis. People were 
hoarding money and taking it out of circulation due to the fear that the civilian population of 
Gibraltar was going to be evacuated. The demands for the withdrawal of money exceeded the cash 
held in the banks. 


In 1914 the currency of Gibraltar was a combination of sterling gold 1 Pound and 10 Shillings 
coins (the “sovereign” and “half-sovereign’), sterling silver and copper coins, and Spanish silver 
and copper coins (the peseta at the time was worth 4p.) In order to meet the sudden demand for 
cash, the Governor of Gibraltar, Sir Herbert Miles, asked the British Government for an emergency 
loan of 100,000 Pounds on August 4. The loan would have allowed the Gibraltar Government to 
borrow money commercially. The request was turned down. 


There was, therefore, only one alternative solution: to print money. The decision to issue Gibraltar 
banknotes was taken by the Governor on August 5. 


Proofs of the banknotes were submitted to the Governor that same evening and immediately 
approved for printing. Representatives of the Chamber of Commerce and the Exchange Committee 
of Merchants were summoned to The Convent that night and the situation explained to them 
by the Governor. ‘Ordinance 10’ of 1914 (The Bank Note Ordinance) was published later that 
evening as the Governor could create laws for Gibraltar without reference to any Gibraltar body. 
The printer supplied the first banknotes a mere few hours later to the Colonial Treasurer, A.C. 
Greenwood, and he had to sign - in original - each banknote that would be issued. 


Everything was, therefore, ready from 10am on August 6, 1914 for the Anglo-Egyptian Bank 
and the Post Office Savings Bank to start issuing Gibraltar banknotes. It had been a tremendous 
challenge to meet the deadline, but it was met. Gibraltar’s greatest currency crisis ever was thus 
averted. 


Two series were printed; in the haste of events, the first was printed in black and white to resemble 
promissory notes, and a few months later, a second colored series was printed with more advanced 
security features, including the emblem of Gibraltar. Both series included the denominations of 2 
Shillings, 5 Shillings, 10 Shillings, 1 Pound, 5 Pounds, and 50 Pounds.

9. Presentment of Bids: Non-Internet bids (including but not limited to podium, fax, phone and mail bids) and 
floor bids must be on-increment or at a half increment (“Cut Bid”). Any podium, fax, phone, or mail bids that 
do not conform to a full or half increment will be rounded up or down to the nearest full or half increment 
and this revised amount will be considered your high bid. 

10. Auctioneer’s Execution of Certain Bids. Auctioneer cannot be responsible for your errors in bidding or entry 
of bids. When identical mail or fax bids are submitted, preference is given to the first received. To ensure the 
greatest accuracy, written bids should be entered on the standard printed bid sheet and received by Auctioneer 
at least two business days prior to Auction start.

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, Bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a Cut Bid only once per lot. 
After offering a Cut Bid, Bidder may continue to bid on lot only at full increments. Off-increment bids may be 
accepted by the Auctioneer at Signature” Auctions. Bids solicited by Auctioneer at other than the expected 
increment will not be considered Cut Bids. 

Conducting the Auction: 

13. Notice of the consignor’s liberty to place bids on his lots in the Auction is hereby made in accordance with 
Article 2 of the Texas Business and Commercial Code. A “Minimum Bid” is an amount below which the lot 
will not sell.

Bids properly offered, whether by floor Bidder or other 
means of bidding, may on occasion be missed or go unrecognized; in such cases, the Auctioneer may declare 
the recognized bid accepted as the winning bid, regardless of whether a competing bid may have been higher.

The appropriate form or certificate must be on file at and verified by Auctioneer five days prior to Auction, or 
tax must be paid; only if such form or certificate is received by Auctioneer within 4 days after Auction can a 
refund of tax paid be made. Lots from different Auctions may not be aggregated for sales tax purposes. 

27. Inthe event that Buyer’s payment is dishonored upon presentment(s), Buyer shall pay the maximum statutory 
processing fee set by applicable state law. If Buyer attempts to pay via eCheck and Buyer’s financial institution 
denies this bank account, or the payment cannot be completed using the selected funding source, Buyer agrees 
to complete payment using your credit card on file (subject to the surcharge detailed in paragraph 24). 

28. If any Auction invoice submitted by Auctioneer is not paid in full when due, the unpaid balance will bear 
interest at the highest rate permitted by law from the date of invoice until paid. Any invoice not paid when 
due will bear a three percent (3%) late fee on the invoice amount. If the Auctioneer refers any invoice to an 
attorney for collection, Buyer agrees to pay attorney’s fees, court costs, and other collection costs incurred by 
Auctioneer. If Auctioneer assigns collection to its in-house legal staff, such attorney’s time expended on the 
matter shall be compensated at a rate comparable to the hourly rate of independent attorneys. 

29. In the event Buyer fails to pay any amounts due, Buyer authorizes Auctioneer to charge the Buyer’s credit card 
on file with Auctioneer in the amount required to pay the invoice in full or sell the lot(s) securing the invoice 
to any underbidders in the Auction that the lot(s) appeared, or at subsequent private or public sale, or relist 
the lot(s) in a future auction conducted by Auctioneer. A defaulting Buyer agrees to pay for the reasonable 
costs of resale (including a 15% seller's commission, if consigned to an auction conducted by Auctioneer). The 
defaulting Buyer is liable to pay any difference between his total original invoice for the lot(s), plus any 
applicable interest, and the net proceeds for the lot(s) if sold at private sale or the subsequent hammer price 
of the lot(s) less the 15% seller’s commissions, if sold at an Auctioneer’s auction. 

30. Title shall not pass to Buyer until all invoices are paid in full. Auctioneer shall have a lien against the 
merchandise purchased by Buyer to secure payment of any and all outstanding Auction invoices. Auctioneer 
is further granted a lien and the right to retain possession of any other property of Buyer then held by 
Auctioneer or its affiliates to secure payment of any Auction invoice or any other amounts due Auctioneer or 
affiliates from Buyer. With respect to these lien rights, Auctioneer shall have all the rights of a secured creditor 
under Article 9 of the Texas Uniform Commercial Code, including but not limited to the right of sale

Auctioneer is unable to combine 
purchases from other auctions or affiliates into one package for shipping purposes. Merchandise will be 
shipped in a commercially reasonable time after payment in good funds for the merchandise and the shipping 
fees is received or credit extended, except when third-party shipment occurs. Buyer on lots designated for 
third-party shipment must designate the common carrier, accept risk of loss, and prepay shipping costs. Buyer

35. A. NOTICE OF CITES COMPLIANCE: The purchase of items made from protected species: Any property 
made of or incorporating endangered or protected species or wildlife may have import and/or export 
restrictions established by the Convention of International Trade in Endangered Species of Wild Fauna and 

Flora (CITES) in various countries and domestically. Plant and animal properties include (but are not limited 

to) items made of (or including) Brazilian rosewood, ivory, whalebone, turtle shell, coral, crocodile, alligator, 

lizard, or other wildlife. These items may not be available to ship internationally or, in some cases, 
domestically.

Any statement made by the Auctioneer is an opinion and does not constitute a warranty or representation. 
No employee of Auctioneer may alter these Terms and Conditions, and, unless signed by a principal of 
Auctioneer, any such alteration is null and void. 

41. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such defects, in any 
event, shall not be a basis for return or reduction in purchase price. 

Release: 

42. In consideration of participation in Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases Auctioneer, its 
officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide second opines, from any 
and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity or any arbitration or mediation rights 
existing under the rules of any professional society or affiliation based upon the assigned description, or a 
derivative theory, breach of warranty express or implied, representation or other matter set forth within these 
Terms and Conditions of Auction or otherwise. In the event of a claim, Bidder agrees that such rights and 
privileges conferred therein are strictly construed as specifically declared herein, and are the exclusive remedy.

44. Exclusive Dispute Resolution Process: All claims, disputes, or controversies in connection with, relating to,

46. Fees and Costs: The prevailing party (a party that is awarded substantial and material relief on its damage 
claim based on damages sought versus awarded or the successful defense of a Claim based on damages sought 
versus awarded) may be awarded reasonable attorneys’ fees and costs.
